Journalists on the road to Basra said troops and 
military equipment were moving in both directions, 
with heavy artillery heading south. 

Baghdad had claimed the buildup was a routine 
rotation and training exercise. 

Kuwait’s information minister, Sheik Saud al- 
Sabah, told The Associated Press on Tuesday that 
he was skeptical of the Iraqi withdrawal announce- 
ment. 


“They could withdraw a couple of tanks north ... 
and send them back the next day,” he said. “We 
cannot tolerate this kind of cat-and-mouse game 
being played. Saddam has always been playing 
these games with us for the last two years.” 

Iraq’s claims of a troop pullback have been called 
into question since Iraqi officials first made them 
Monday. 

“We will just simply stay on course and judge 
what we should do as events unfold,” President 
Clinton said Tuesday. 

Shalikashvili said the Pentagon had “started to get 
indications that units were moving from their com- 
bat positions into assembly areas and towards rail 
sidings for potential loading of their equipment on 
trains.” 

He added, “we are continuing with the deploy- 
ments that the president has set in motion.” 

He placed the number of American forces in the 
region at 19,000, with an additional 44,500 in “‘vari- 
ous stages of deployment and planned for deploy- 
ment.”

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Rabbi speaks of quest to find God

Reverence, belief in one God, for- 
giveness and no fear of death are gifts 
of the religious spirit that believers 
have, Rabbi Harold S. Kushner told 
members of the BYU community 
Tuesday. 

“We in the 20th century have 
become so ... modern,” Kushner said, 


- “that we have become rich in some 


ways and impoverished in others.” 

“This is the only place in America 
where I get to be a Gentile,” Kushner 
said of BYU campus as he began his 
address. 

Reverence, Kushner said, makes 
people feel small, but not diminished. 
Mountains always evoke a sense of 
reverence, he said, and revelations are 
often received on mountain tops. 
Idolatry is not bowing to graven 
images, Kushner said. It is making 
humans gods. 

“We are so good at putting out spiri- 
tual fires,” Kushner said. “We see a 
beautiful mountain and say, ‘that is so 
beautiful — let’s climb it.’” 

“There is a greater power than ours 
when ours leaves off,” he said. 

The concept of one God is not a 
mathematical but a moral statement, 
Kushner said. One God makes it pos- 
sible to have an absolute right and 
wrong. 

“We can’t vote and say that winters 
should be mild, or that ice cream 
should be more nourishing than veg- 
etables,” Kushner said. “There is 
something inside that instinctively 
knows right and wrong.” 

People want to know that what they 
do matters. Using his Jewish dietary 
requirements as an example, he

explained that the restriction is posi- 
tive. 

“There are five billion people in the 
world, and God cares what I have for 
lunch, who I sleep with and how I 
spend my money,” Kushner said. 

“Unless you’ve been seen on TV, 
you don’t really exist, you’re just a 
theory.” 


Everyone acts in ways to know they 
are significant, from getting a name in 
the paper to waving for the cameras at 
a football game, Kushner said. 

When God defines “right and 
wrong” he affirms that people are sig- 
nificant. “Religion gives radical for- 
giveness when we do wrong,” 
Kushner said.

Abortion appeal ends; 
costs Utah $1 million

Drafters and defenders of Utah’s 
1991 anti-abortion statute were dis- 
appointed by the decision made by 
Utah Att. Gen. Jan Graham and 
Gov. Mike Leavitt to drop Utah’s 
appeal in a fight against a federal 
judge’s rejection of the law. 

The Sept. 19 withdrawal of 
appeals on the topics of spousal 
notification and the law’s ban on 
elective abortions ended a legal 
battle of nearly two years and $1 
million in state expenditures. 

Details on the withdrawal before 
the 10th U.S. Court of Appeals 
were kept quiet for nearly three 
weeks and came only days after 
Graham had taken control of the 
case. 

Mary Anne Wood, a private Salt 
Lake City attorney who was 
defending the state in the case, was 
fired in March by Graham, a 
Democrat, but was promptly 
rehired by Republican Leavitt. 

Wood said her role in the case 
changed after her rehiring and she 
felt she needed to either be entirely 
responsible for the case or leave it. 
Wood withdrew in mid-September, 
and the appeals were withdrawn 
less than 48 hours later. Wood’s 
legal team was the third assigned to 
work on the case. 

Some professionals involved with 
the case say Graham was furthering 
her own political agenda through 
the actions. 

“She has her own political con- 
stituency, so she does what she 
wants to protect her constituency. 
| What the governor wants, and what 


the state wants, is irrelevant,” 


Richard Wilkins said, a BYU law 
professor who co-wrote the 1991 
anti-abortion statute and later 
worked on Wood's legal defense 
team. 

Despite Graham’s vow to contin- 
ue vigorously defending the statue, 
she got rid of her pro-life oppo- 
nents and dropped the suit, Wilkins 
said. 

Graham said firing Wood would 
save legal fees, but Wood said she 
thinks Graham’s pro-choice views 
were a main motive in removing 
Wood’s legal team. 

“T think the decision was motivat- 
ed by her pro-choice views,” Wood 
said. “I have not heard a single 
other plausible explanation for ° 
what happened.” 

In her 1991 campaign, Graham 
said she would “ethically oppose” 
protecting a law that was not legal- 
ly strong. : 

At least part of the appeal could 
have been successful, and the suit — 
at least deserved preservation for 
review by the U.S. Supreme Court, 
Wilkins said. 

“The spousal provision clearly 
should have been appealed,” 
Wilkins said. 

The statute, which requires 
female minors to consult with par- 
ents prior to an abortion and which 
requires married women to inform 
husbands prior to an abortion, had a 
good chance of being upheld by the 
Supreme Court, Wilkins said. 

“This is a case that has had two - 
sides, and as long as there is an -° 
appeal in process it seems question- ~ 
able to me to simply drop the case 
when those people who feel (the 
appeal) has a chance, have not been 
consulted,” BYU Law Professor 
Cole Durham said. 


Demand for graduate degrees 
increases; programs crowded —

As competition thickens in the job 
market, record numbers of students 
have knocked on graduate schools’ 
door, only to find competition in that 
arena is just as thick. 

In 1983, 284,263 master’s degrees 
were earned nationally. Over 370,000 
are enrolled in master’s programs in 
1994. 

In Utah, 10,875 students are 
enrolled in a grad- 
uate program. 

“We’re seeing a 
big increase, a lot 
related to the 
economy — as 
businesses pick up 
they look to hire 
graduate students,” 
said Bill Brady, 
BYU’s director of 
graduate careers. 
“Generally, com- 
panies are very 
selective of who 
they recruit and 
from what schools. 
An MBA degree is 
just one step closer to landing that 
job.” 

Of the 2,706 students who applied 
for BYU’s graduate program this 
semester, 1085 were admitted. 
Seventy-five more students were 
accepted this year than in previous 
years, but admittance continues to be 
competitive, said Chris Tolman, 
assistant director of graduate studies. 

For example, only seven out of 131 
applicants were accepted for the Fall 
Semester graduate chemistry program, 
said Earl Woolley, department chair 
of chemistry and biochemistry. 

“The chemistry graduate program 
appears highly competitive on the 
surface, but once you get admitted 
into the program, it isn’t nearly as 
competitive as first perceived,” 
Woolley said. 

“An undergraduate degree is just 
not enough,” said Julie Dolen, man- 
aging director of BYU’s Graduate 
Management Admission Council. 
“Advanced professional training is

needed. I highly doubt we will ever 
see a decline in the number of MBA 
students.” 

The increase in numbers of graduate 
degree candidates has forced institu- 
tions to do some introspection. 

“The question is no longer, ‘Do we 
need to change?’ But rather, ‘In what 
direction and how fast?’” says Robert 
Zemsky, director of the University of 
Pennsylvania’s Institute for Research 
on Higher Education. 

Brady, representing BYU in the 
College Placement Council, said the 
council addressed 
the issue of gradu- 
ate interns during 
its August meet- 
ing. Many of the 
larger firms such 
as Intel are asking 
for graduate 
interns before they 
offer full-time 
positions. 

Bulging 
graduate programs 
are a challenge for 
schools across the 
country. 

Columbia 
College in 
Chicago has more than doubled 
enrollment in the past three years. 

Mississippi, Oklahoma, and 
Connecticut were the three states in 
which enrollment fell in all sectors of 
higher education. 

Utah, on the other hand, is one of 
the fastest growing states. Public col- 
lege enrollment is projected to double 
by 2010, adding another 70,000 stu- 
dents. Graduate school enrollment is 
also predicted to soar above the cur- 
rent enroilment of 10,875 students. 

With that in mind the legislature 
gave $9 million to the Utah System of 
Higher Education to expand its use of 
distance learning and other tech- 
niques. 

Gov. Mike Leavitt's “Technology 
2000” plan calls for eventually build- 
ing “UtahNet,” a wide-area network 
to provide video, audio, graphics and 
data.

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Economists win Nobel Prize for game theory 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden — Two Americans and a German won the Nobel 
prize in economics Tuesday for pioneering work showing that companies do 
business, governments make decisions and armies fight battles much the way 
people play poker and chess. 

Sharing the $930,000 prize are Hungarian-born John C. Harsanyi, a retired 
professor from the University of California at Berkeley; John F. Nash, a mathe- 
matician at Princeton University; and Reinhard Selten of the University of 
Bonn. 

As early as the 1950s the three researchers began work in game theory, a rela- 
tively new branch of mathematics that arose out of efforts earlier in the century 
to understand competition and cooperation. 

Using models such as chess and poker, the game theory has developed into a 
major tool in characterizing modern life. One of its key features is the ability to 
predict when to bluff, whether the players be companies or people at a card 
table. 

Game theory is widely applied not only in economics but also in psychclogy, 
military and political science, helping to explain the strategic interaction 
between individuals, business and nations alike. 


Magellan dives into Venus’ atmosphere 


PASADENA, Calif. — Magellan hurtled to its demise Tuesday in the gaseous 
atmosphere of Venus, ending its four-year mapping mission with one last 
experiment: a study of the spacecraft’s aerodynamics as it descends. 

Since there was no way to return Magellan to Earth, scientists ordered the 
craft into a slow dive to gather information that will be used in other missions. 

The researchers at NASA’s Jet Propulsion Laboratory began firing 
Magellan’s thrusters at 7:21 a.m., sending it through miles of Venus’ carbon 
dioxide and sulfuric acid clouds. Magellan was expected to lose power and 
contact with Earth, ending the $900 million mission. Exactly what happens to 
the craft may never be known. “It may get toasted and flutter down. It won’t go 
in like a meteorite,” project manager Douglas G. Griffith said. “It will heat up. 
Maybe things will start to burn into cinders, but we don’t really know for sure.” 


Utah minorities urged to ‘celebrate ethinicity’ 


SALT LAKE CITY — An Appeals Court judge urged Utah minorities to 
celebrate their individual ethnicity while also striving to be united. 
' “Perhaps this tradition of looking backward and looking forward is what it 
means truly to be an American,” said Judge Jose A. Cabranes, U.S. Court of 
Appeals for the 2nd Circuit. 

Cabranes, who was the keynote speaker of the Second Annual Cesar Chavez 
Peace and Justice Awards Luncheon on Monday, first addressed the group in 
Spanish and then in English. 

His remarks preceded the presentation of this year’s Cesar Chavez Award 
winners, who were honored for their contributions to business, community, 
education and government. 

One recipient, Preddy Osegura, told of her experience of not being allowed to 
speak her native language and losing her ability to speak Spanish when she 
went to elementary school in New Mexico. 


Dogs maul toddler; father’s death a mystery 


WEST VALLEY CITY — After being mauled by neighborhood dogs, a two- 
yéar-old boy remained in stable condition Tuesday while police continued to 
investigate the death of his father. 

Residents in a West Valley City subdivision found Devin Basham in a neigh- 
bor’s yard Monday after he was severely attacked by a pair of Alaskan 
Malamutes. 

“There was some whimpering, so I looked over my neighbors’ fence into their 
back yard and saw Devin all bloody and naked on the ground,” said Stephanie 
Spor. “Their dog was just standing over him kind of licking his lips.” 

‘A few moments later the child’s mother, 20-year-old Tammy Yates, walked 
into Bob Basham’s home, four doors down from where her son was attacked. 
She found her estranged boyfriend dead in his bed. Meantime, neighbors 
spooked the dog and pulled the child to safety. 

“When I first saw what was going on, the dog was carrying (Devin) by his 
right thigh. I yelled at it and banged on the fence and the dog set him down,” 
said Knowlden. Paramedics arrived a short time later and flew Devin to 
Primary Children’s Medical Center, where he underwent plastic surgery to treat 
séveral puncture wounds on his head and body.

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Former Seventy pleads guilty 
to attempted sexual abuse

SALT LAKE CITY — George P. 
Lee, a former general authority of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints and one-time Navajo Nation 
presidential candidate, pleaded guilty 
Tuesday to attempted sexual abuse of 
a child. 

Lee was sentenced to 0 to 5 years in 
prison; however, 3rd District Judge 
Kenneth Rigtrup placed Lee on 18 
months probation. He was ordered to 
undergo counseling and pay for the 
counseling of his young victim. 

He had been charged with aggravat- 
ed sexual abuse of a child, a first- 
degree felony that carried a mini- 
mum-mandatory prison term of up to 
15 years to life. 

The plea came as Lee prepared for 
trial to face accusations from a girl, 
now 17, who claimed Lee fondled her 
breasts, buttocks and genitals some- 
times daily for weeks on end when 
she was between the ages of 9 and 12. 

At the time, Lee was a member of 
the First Quorum of the Seventy. 

Lee admitted that he had molested 
the girl and apologized to the girl, 
who was in court with her parents. 

“T want to say, your honor, that I’m 
very sorry,” he said. “I’m sorry for 
whatever difficult times that I’ve put 
them through.” 

The 51-year-old Lee later promised, 
“None of this will ever happen again.” 

Lee, the first American Indian ever 
named as a general authority, was 
excommunicated in September 1989 
for apostasy and conduct unbecoming 
a member of the church, although 
there were no allegations of child 
abuse at that time. 

At the time, Lee accused church 
leadership of arrogance and the “spiri- 
tual slaughter” of his people. He con- 
tended they were racist and bent on 


changing the meaning of LDS scrip- 
ture to de-emphasize the role of 
Indians in the faith’s theology. 

It was the first time a general 
authority had been excommunicated 
in 46 years. 

Lee was a candidate for Navajo 
Nation president this year, but lost in 
the August primary. In 1990, Lee was 
the running mate of embattled former 
Navajo tribal Chairman Peter 
MacDonald. When MacDonald was 
forced from the race by scandal, Lee 
ran a write-in campaign that netted 
him more than 11,000 votes on the 
reservation, which covers parts of 
Arizona, New Mexico and Utah. 

After the sex abuse charge was filed, 
Lee was fired as principal of the Tuba 
City High School in Tuba City, Ariz. 

During a preliminary hearing last 
year, the girl said Lee called her into 
his bedroom while she was staying 
overnight with Lee’s daughter in the 
summer of 1989. 

“He said he loved me and that the 
Lord said it was okay,” she testified. 
“He started talking to me about 
polygamy. He said it was going to be 
brought back to the Earth. 

“He told me that the Lord had told 
him to do it and that it should remain 
between the Lord and him and me,’ 
she said. “I thought it was what I was 
supposed to do.” 

It wasn’t until November 1992 — 
more than three years after the last 
incident — that she told her parents. 

Deputy Salt Lake County Attorney 
Greg Skordas said the victim and her 
family agreed to the plea bargain. 

“She wanted an admission of the 
conduct and for him to get help,” 
Skordas said. 

Lee and his attorney, Ron Yengich, 
refused comment. In a news release, 
Yengich said Lee continued to enjoy 
the support of family and friends.

However, each time the United States becomes involved in an international military conflict,

Student Advisory Council fights for 
student issues, representatives say

Despite student apathy, Student 
Advisory Council leaders said SAC 
can still make a difference. 

Even though 11 positions exist on 
the council, last year only six were 
elected. No one ran from five of 
BYU’s 11 colleges, and only a few 
representatives ran against someone 
else. 

Randy Shumway, administration 
vice president of BYUSA, said last 
spring’s SAC elections were unsuc- 
cessful because they were not publi- 
cized or well organized. The SAC 


_ elections followed in the shadow of 


the BYUSA presidential election, he 
said. 

Students who know about elections 
are not interested in running or voting 
because they do not realize what SAC 
is capable of doing, Shumway said. 
Students also feel reluctant to work 
hard for something and never receive 
any recognition, he added. 

“Representatives would put in hours 
and hours and in the end all they 
would get is criticism,” Shumway 
said. “The paper (Daily Universe) 
says we don’t get anything accom- 
plished.” 

Shumway thinks people would be 
willing to get involved if they knew 
more about SAC and what it could do 
for students. 

“If they realized that what they had 
to say mattered, they’d get involved,” 
he said. 

Alain Breillatt, SAC assistant vice 
president, said students are frustrated 
by the long process used to pass pro- 
posals. Proposals involve extensive 
research and then have to be funneled 
through the proper channels. Though 
the process is long, it works, Breillatt 
said. 

Shumway said people who did run 
were people who had worked with 
SAC before or had friends who were. 

Kristin White, representative for the 
College of Family, Home and Social 
Science; Joelle Robison, representa- 
tive for the College of Physical 
Education; and Cami Anderson, rep- 
resentative for the College of 
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Humanities, all ran uncontested last 
spring. All three lived on the same 
floor at Helaman Halls last year as 
freshmen. None had experience with 
SAC or BYUSA before, but heard 
about elections from a friend of 
Anderson’s. 

Robison is the first elected represen- 
tative from the college of P.E. in about 
10 years. 

“J don’t think the elections are 
advertisedenough,” she said. “I don’t 
know how people would know about 
ity 

Robison thinks SAC would be a 
more representative body if there 
were more students who knew about 
it. 

SAC representatives who are not 
elected are appointed by the dean or 
administrator of the organization they 
will represent. There are two repre- 
sentatives for each college on campus 
and for freshmen, graduate students 
and students at large. There is one 
representative for,Honors and General 
Education, international students, dis- 
abled students, students of other 
faiths, non-traditional students, 


Residence Halls Association, United 
Club Councils and multicultural stu- 
dents. 

Appointments took a long time to be 
made this year. Some appointments 
were made within the last few weeks, 
well after training took place, 
Saunders said. 

Jennifer Manning, SAC representa- 
tive for the college of Family, Home 
and Social Sciences, was appointed 
by the dean of her department. She 
heard about SAC’s need for represen- 
tatives from a friend in SAC, made 
the right connections and got appoint- 
ed. Manning said she did not know 
anything about the elections until 
after she was appointed. 

When Melissa Brooks, the represen- 
tative for Services for Students with 
Disabilities was appointed; she knew 


-about the needs and concerns of those 


she represents but had no idea what 
SAC was.

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Hussein’s threats put U.N. sanctions back in spotlight

BAGHDAD, Iraq — The counters at 
Iraqi Airways offices are staffed every 
morning despite a complete lack of 
flights since the 1991 Gulf War. 

Traffic hums across rebuilt bridges, 
but dirt and garbage collect on streets 
that once were pristine. A chicken 
costs an average month’s salary. 

Iraqis, exhausted by keeping up the 
facade of normalcy, said Tuesday that 
the country is crumbling under the 
weight of an international blockade 
that has little chance of toppling 
President Saddam Hussein. 

“People want to eat. People want to 
live in peace. They don’t care about 
the regime. They don’t care much 
about educating themselves. They 
have lost their ambition,” said a 
schoolteacher named Walid. 

There is a sense of relief that a 
looming confrontation, brought about 
by last week’s deployment of Iraqi 
troops near the Kuwaiti border, may 
be ebbing. After the United States 
vowed to confront might with mighti- 
er, the Iraqis declared they were 
pulling their forces back. The United 
States, however, is unconvinced. 

Foreign diplomats in Baghdad doubt 


that Saddam is about to repeat his 
1990 invasion of Kuwait, a seven- 
month occupation that was ended by a 
U.S.-led military coalition during the 
Gulf War. 

Iraq has sent an estimated 80,000 
troops — one-fifth of its entire mili- 
tary — to the Kuwaiti border region. 
Even if Saddam isn’t pulling them 
back, that’s not enough to oppose the 
U.S. force of 63,500 slated for the 
area. 

Iraqis and foreign diplomats say 
Saddam’s threats to use his army 
again were a desperate ploy that 
worked: It grabbed the world’s atten- 
tion, pushing the United Nations trade 
sanctions back into the spotlight. 

Three years ago, Iraq was rife with 
reports of uprisings against Saddam’s 
regime. Now the talk is mostly of 
organized crime with only a whiff of 
anti-regime undertones. 

In this country of 18 million, people 
are suspicious of strangers and fearful 
of the mukhabarat, the dreaded secret 
police. 

Iraqis say they no longer have the 
energy to oppose the rule of Saddam 
Hussein. They are too busy trying to 
survive.

U.S. soldiers help Haitians 
prepare for Aristide’s return

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti — 
Hundreds of U.S. troops took over the 
National Palace on Tuesday, sweeping 
away the last vestiges of Haiti’s mili- 
tary-backed administration before 
President Jean-Bertrand Aristide’s 
return. 

About 500 American soldiers 
entered the sprawling building and 
other ministries, escorting out 

’ employees of the government set up 
by the military leaders who overthrew 
Aristide in 1991. 

“This is to facilitate an orderly tran- 
sition of power. No members of the 
past government will be allowed back 
in,’ Army Lt. Col. Ed Sullivan said. 

Aristide’s Cabinet ministers fired all 
employees hired under a civilian fig- 
urehead government installed in May 
by military leader Raoul Cedras, who 
resigned Monday. 

Several hundred Aristide supporters 
crowded outside the gates of the 
palace grew agitated when they saw 
public hospital director George 
Dubuche trying to leave in a govern- 
ment car. 

Shouting at him to stop, they sur- 
rounded the car and let the air out of 
its tires. Soldiers escorted Dubuche to 
a private car and he drove away 
unharmed. 

“From now on, we the people are 
responsible for the country,” Hilaire 
George, an Aristide backer, said. “I 
don’t agree with people who try to 
destroy, preventing the country from 
going forward.” 

Artistide’s ministers were to return 
to their offices Wednesday. 

“We can now roll up our sleeves and 
begin to rebuild democracy in the 
spirit of reconciliation,” Aristide’s 
commerce minister, Louis Dejoie II, 
said.

Medication ads 
make some U.S. 
doctors worried

WASHINGTON — From Sports 
Illustrated to the subway, Americans 
are being bombarded with ads for 
powerful prescription medicines — a 
commercial boom that has drug com- 
panies smiling but doctors worried. 

“Pretty soon they’ll be on milk car- 
tons and hot-air balloons,” said Dr. 
William Jacott, whose patients have 
demanded prescriptions by name even 
before he diagnosed a disease. 

Suffering epileptic seizures? 
Fighting high cholesterol? Afraid 
your prostate is enlarged? 

The questions jump off the pages of 
newspapers and magazines. The aller- 
gy reliever Claritin even advertises in 
New York subway cars and the hair- 
grower Rogaine is all over TV. 

Drug companies say their multimil- 
lion-dollar ads make Americans better 
advocates for their own health. 

“The decision to prescribe a particu- 
lar medication is a shared decision 
between doctor and patient,” said 
John Montgomery of Parke Davis, 
which last week advertised its new 
epilepsy drug Neurontin in several 
major newspapers. 

And the ads do advise seeing a doc- 
tor. ; 

But the American | Medical 
Association says there’s a fine line 
between educating and misleading 
vulnerable patients. 

“The ones I’ve seen are clearly quite 
commercial and don’t necessarily 
give the whole story,” said Jacott, an 
AMA trustee and family physician at 
the University of Minnesota. “Then ... 
(patients) come in and put the pres- 
sure on their physicians to prescribe 
that product.” _ 

Drug companies have always 
aggressively advertised over-the- 
counter medicines. 

But until recently, they marketed 
more powerful prescription drugs just 
to physicians. 


Aristide’s prime minister, announced 
Tuesday it would take over the goy- 
ernment ministry offices, and the 
American soldiers arrived in the after- 
noon to help. 

In a statement read by Malval’s 
spokesman, Emile Jean-Baptiste, the 
government expressed “serious reser- 
vations concerning the management 
of public funds” and indicated mili- 
tary-backed officials would be sub- 
jected to audits. 

“The government has decided to 
take control of the ministries, occu- 
pied until now by the usurpers of May 
11,” the Malval statement read, refer- 
ring to the date the military-designat- 
ed Provisional President Emile 
Jonassaint was installed. 

The Malval government also 
announced a commemorative Mass on 
Friday for its former justice minister, 
Guy Malary, who was gunned down 
one year ago on Oct. 14, 1993. 

Malval has never been able to work 
in the National Palace for security 
reasons. Military-backed thugs also 
prevented his finance and information 
ministers from working in govern- 
ment offices, and nearly broke up his 
foreign minister’s inauguration. 

U.S. officials negotiated the resigna- 
tion of Jonassaint while Cedras made 
final arrangements for exile. 

U.S. Ambassador William Swing 
and Lt. Gen. Hugh Shelton met with 
Jonassaint and said he was coopera- 
tive, U.S. Embassy spokesman 
Stanley Schrager said Tuesday. 

Cedras was expected to leave Haiti 
“within the next several days,” and 
army chief of staff Philippe Biamby 
was expected to go with him. 

U.S. officials have also listed 
Argentina, Spain and Venezuela as 
possible refuges, although Venezuela 
said it didn’t want Cedras. Schrager 
earlier said he would not rule out the 
United States.
